Tells Senate Group U.S. 
Action Is Needed to 
Halt Violations — 
Beyond Powers of 
Cities. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP)— 
Mayor Robert F. Wagner told a 
United States Senate subcom- 
mittee today that the Federal 
Government can help most in 
the fight against teen-age crime 
by combating narcotics traffic. 

“T believe it to be the most 
important role the Federal Gov- 
ernment can play, in the frame- 
work of our government, in at- 
tacking the criminal aspects of 
our problem,” Wagner 
told the subcommittee. 

Wagner was the first witness 
as the subcommittee on juvenile 
delinquency opened. the first of 
a series of hearings on the 
spreading Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings (Dem.), 
Missouri, heads the 5-year-old 
subcommittee. Hearings will be 
held later in other cities across 
the country. 

The mayor said New York 
city is doing everything it can 
to fight its own battle against 
teen-age crime. He differentiated 
between the young criminal and 
the juvenile delinquent. 

“The first rises, of course, 
from the second, but in handling 
it we believe there is no ap- 
proach but the approach of law 
enforcement, the police ap- 
proach, if you will,” he said. 

Every Approach Used. 

“In handling the second, the 
problem of the juvenile delin- 
quent whom we are trying to 
prevent from becoming a crim- 
inal, we are using virtually 
every approach known to s0- 
ciety. 

“We have not abandoned these 
youths, these teen-agers, nor 
will we until by their own acts 
they become criminals,’’ Wagner 
went on. “Then they are, and 
will be continued to be treated, 
like any other criminal.” 

The Mayor said everyone 
working in the field of juvenile 
delinquency agrees that nar- 
cotics is an increasing problem 
with a definite tie to crime 
among youngsters. 

“Its importation, and distri- 
bution in the United States, is 
big-time crime, well-financed, 
well-organized, and certainly go- 
ing beyond the police powers of 


any city or state,”’ he declared.

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RUSSIA ASSAILS US. 
INPEAGE ATOM TALKS

VIENNA, Sept. 23—The Soviet 


Union’s atomic energy delega- 
tion startled scientists and diplo- 
mats from 70 nations yesterday 
with a harsh denunciation of the 
United States, 

The attack came at the open- 
ing session of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency’s general 
conference here. It was touched 
off by a United States decision to 
oppose the Soviet bloc candidate 
for the presidency of the confer- 
ence of the “atoms for peace” 
organization. 

The delegates heard the Soviet 
Union charge that Washington 
was using the tactics of the 
“height of the cold war” and 
sticking to the “old bankrupt” 
techniques of trying to “dictate 
policy from a_ position of 
strength.” 


Despite the Soviet denuncia- 
tion, the candidate backed by the 
United States, Dr. Hiro Fu- 
ruuchi, a Japanese diplomat, 
was elected president in a secret 
ballot. He defeated Prof. 
Gueorgui Nadjakov, a Bulgarian 
scientist, by a vote of 39 to 15 
with seven abstentions and sev- 
eral countries not voting. 

The delegates had expected 
the Soviet Union to oppose the 
United States decision to contest 
the election of the Bulgarian but 
the vehemence of the attack 
stunned many of them. 

After the Japanese diplomat 
had been nominated by Pakistan 
and seconded by’ the United 
States, K. V. Novikov, leader of 
the Soviet delegation, angrily ac- 
cused Washington of using pres- 
sure tactics in the agency to get 
support for the Japanese. 

He said the Soviet Union and 
other Communist nations had be- 
guh canvassing support for the 
Bulgarian 24 months ago and 
had received no indication of op- 
position until the Japanese can- 
didacy was announced “a week 
ago.” 

Novikov accused the United 
States of a “cavalier” attitude 
toward the agency and of talking 
co-Operation while blocking co- 
operation. He asked why was it 
that the United States had 
backed the Japanese candidate? 
“Is it because there are Ameri- 
can troops in Japan?” he de- 
manded 


To some delegates, the worry- 
ing aspect of the opening un- 
pleansantries was the possibility 
that it might block Soviet-Ameri- 
can agreement to give more 
scope and money to the inter- 
national atomic agency. 


DE SAPIO KEEPS 


POST AS PARTY’S 
COUNTY CHAIRMAN 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (UPID— 
Tammany Chief Carmine G. De- 
Sapio was re-elected chairman of 
the New York County Demo- 
cratic Committee last night, de- 
feating nominees of two rival 
factions. 

The victory made his re-elec- 
tion tomorrow as chairman of 
the county organization’s execu- 
tive committee a certainty. This 
post is the Tammany chieftian- 
ship. 

DeSapio was re-elected county 


chairman by an overwhelming 
voice vote at a noisy meeting of | 
the county’s 3328 Democratic | 
committeemen. DeSepio had 
claimed the support of at east | 
1900 committeemen. 

The Tammany chief easily de- 
feated Harlem district leader J 
Raymond Jones, somimee af 
Representative Adam COlzyton 
Powell, and Lloyd K. Garrison, | 
a law partner of Adlai Stevemson. | 
Garrison was the candidate of a 
reform group headed by former | 
Senator Herbert H. Lehman, | 
Thomas K. Finletter and Mrs. | 
Eleanor Roosevelt. 


U.A.R. STUDENTS SWITCH 
FROM RUSSIA TO AMERICA 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP) 
—About 200 university students 
from the United Arab Republic, 
enrolled in Russian schools last 
year, will complete their studies 
in. the United States, diplomatic 
sources reported this yesterday. 

The switch apparently stems 
from not-too-friendly relations 
between the Kremlin and Presi- 
dent Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
U.A.R., formerly Egypt. and 
Syfia. Negotiations between 
Washington and Caivo are still 
going on. Some of the students 
will not be here in time for the 
beginning of the academic year. 
About 300 UAR. students 
studied in the Soviet Union last 
year. Cairo authorities reported- 


ly objected to the extent of Com- | _

Hector added that in 1957 the 
CAB staff reported that certain 
loans to airlines involved the 
possibility of illegal control sit- 
uations or conflicts of interest. 

Hector said some staff mem- 
bers urged an_ investigation. 
Others said that since the air- 
lines were having a hard time 
financing new equipment the in- 
vestigation might hurt their ne- 
gotiations. 

“A majority of the board ac- 
cepted this argument and voted 
not to institute any investiga- 
tion,” Hector said. 


Hector said that because of 
what he called “organic faults,” 
CAB functions should be trans- 
ferred as follows: 

1. Policy - making, planning 
and administrative duties—to 
an executive agency such as 
the Department of Commerce, 
the Federal Aviation Agency, 
or a new department of trans- 
portation. 

2. Judicial and appellate 
duties —to an administrative 
court. 

3. Investigation and prosecu- 
tion activity—to an executive 
agency such as the Justice 
Department. 

Hector said the other inde- 
pendent regulatory commissions 
also should be reorganized or 
their duties be redistributed. 


“The formulation of the basic 
policies of federal economic con- 
trol can no longer be left to a 
group of agencies, each operat- 
ing independently of the other 
and independent of any execu- 
tive co-ordination or control,” 
Hector said.

Whatever his ultimate private 
judgment, and this above all we 
shall never know, he can at 
least have some idea of what 
an utterly different society ours 
is. Soviet Russia is austere, 
puritanical, in many aspects a 
garrison state slowly emerging 
from the fearful destruction of 
the war and the trials and ter- 
rors of Stalinism. 


THE CONTRAST with our 
high, wide and handsome indi- 
vidualism is immeasurably 
great. This cannot have escaped 
the shrewd visitor who has been 
in our midst. How he interprets 
the difference is something else 
again. 

He could well conclude that 
our lavishness is softness, the 
plush phase of a society on the 
decline. Js there strength in our 
traffic jams—more than 5,000,000 
cars in Los Angeles county 
alone, our congested cities where 
a cloud of half burned gasoline 
hangs forever in the atmos- 
phere? Is the glittering opu- 
lence that he has seen close up 
merely the margin for luxury 
that we can afford above and 
beyond the basic strength of in- 
dustrial and military readiness 
to meet any challenge? 

These questions must be in 
Khrushchev’s mind as the jour- 
ney ends. Certainly it has been 
no Potemkin tour arranged to 
impress him.

In recent years carp have | 
populated many of the swift, 
spring-fed streams in the 
Ozarks. The Current and 
Eleven Points rivers are now 
teeming with these rough 
fishes. Just a few years ago 
they were extremely scarce. 
One angler reported that on 
a day’s float trip several of 
these fishes were taken on 
popping bugs. They will. fol- 
low a wet fly and on occasion 
a few have been caught on 
both flies and plugs. They sel- 
dom, however, are caught on 
artificial lures, and anglers 
are wondering if, through 
some process of evolution, 
they may in time acquire the 
feeding habits of the so-called 
*“‘game’”’ fishes. 


A close relative of the carp, 
the buffalo, multiplies in many 
waters even more rapidly. 
When the carp and buffalo pre- 
dominate in a body’ of water, 
the bass, bluegill and other 
game fishes are crowded out. 
The two, species of rough fish 
take over and, if habitat is fa- 
vorable, the entire body of 
water will contain but few 
fishes of any other kind. Buf- 
falo are seldom taken by hook 
and line methods. 


Widespread Problem 


Nearly every state in the Un- 
ion is now confronted with the 
problem of rough fish removal. 
Large sums of money are spent 
in an effort to clear them from 
the lakes and streams to make 
room for the more desirable 
game species. Entire bodies 
of water have been drained or 
poisoned and restocked to put 
them back into fish balance. 
A few years ago commercial 
fishermen were granted li- 
censes by the Conservation 
Commission to reduce the carp 
and buffalo at Lake Wappapel- 
lo. Many tons were removed 
but only a very small percent-

Thus does Young America often 
inscribe its textbooks. Except for 
textbook salesmen and editors, it 
is hard to find anyone who has 
a good word for textbooks. 

Yet in thousands of classes the 
textbook is the heart of the 

many a bright 

youngster learn in spite of incom- 

petent teachers. It provides con- 

tinuity when instruction is inter- 

rupted by changes in teachers or 

closing of schools. It 

gives form and meaning to many 

vague, rather disor ganized 
courses. . 

A good American textbook is 
the best. in the world; it leaves 
foreign educators gasping with 
envy and admiration. Lavishly il- 
lustrated in several colors, with 
clear, well-arranged type, ex- 
citing pictures, a wealth of teach- 
ing-learning aids, and carefully 
chosen words and examples, 
some of today’s textbooks are 
superb tools. 

Schools cannot and will nof pay 
high prices for textbooks. Only 
about two cents out of every dol- 
lar spent for education goes for 
textbooks and printed teaching 
materials.

the most part hardheaded busi- 
ness men. The top officials tend 
to be very conservative in politi- 
cal and economic viewpoints. 
They deal with school boards and 
school officials who are likewise 
cautious and conservative. For 
this and other reasons, textbooks 
tend to be conservative and to 
change slowly. This point is 
stressed because of recent at- 
tacks on textbooks by superpa- 
triotic groups. 

Not that American textbooks 
are perfect or anywhere near it. 
They tend to go out of date faster 
than they can profitably be writ- 
ten and manufactured. 

When a publisher gets a book 
or series selling well, he seems 
reluctant to make changes. This 
is not true of all publishers, of 
course. On the high school and 
college levels, mistakes are likely 
to bring a good many letters from 
teachers and even students, so the 
publisher usually tries to “plate 
patch” or correct minor mistakes 
in the next printing. 


Some of the most widely 
used high school textbooks to- 
day contain misinterpretations 
that were exposed more than 
30 years ago. In the social 


brary? It is hard to get money 
for these items in many locali- 
ties. Parents’ pressure can be 
helpful in persuading a board of 
education to grant money for 


them. 


No parent or parents’ group 
is qualified to choose or reject 
textbooks. This is a job for edu- 


cators and subject-matter ex- 
perts. They should choose text- 
books after considerable thought 


and discussion and a thorough 
examination of competing books. 
In many states, a state commis- 


sion chooses three or four text- 


books, any one of which is ac- 


ceptable for use. 


Most of these state commis- 
sions do a thorough, conscien- 
tious job, but there is offen a 
possibility of undue influence be- 
ing brought to bear on individual 
members of the commission. |

books. 

Most publishers provide one or 
more forms of an objective test 
to be used with a textbook.
